O R D E R  

On April 30, 1990, the Attorney General's Office, by and 

through his Utility and Rate Intervention Division ("AG"), filed a 

motion requesting an expedited ruling on his motion to intervene 

and an extension of time of 14 days for each of the events set 

forth in the procedural schedule appended to the Commission's 

Order entered April 24, 1990. In support of its motion, the AG 

states that the direct testimony of the Union Light, Heat and 

Power Company was filed with the Commission on April 16, 1990 but 

was not served on the AG until April 30, 1990. On May 3, 1990, 

Brenda Freeman, an intervenor, also filed a motion requesting a 

similar extension of time. 

Based on the motions and being advised, the Commission hereby 

finds that good cause has been shown to grant an extension of the 

due dates of the events set forth in the previously adopted 

procedural schedule. However, in recognition of the time 

constraints set forth in KRS 278.190, the Commission finds that an 

extension of 7 days should be granted. 

The Commission, by Order entered April 30, 1990, granted the 

AG's motion to intervene and, therefore, the AG's motion for an 

expedited ruling is moot. 



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. The procedural schedule appended to the Commission's 

24, 1990 Order be and it hereby is modified as set forth in April 

Appendix A, attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference. 

2. The AG's motion for expedited ruling on ita motion to 

intervene be and it hereby is denied as being moot.
